lowing tbis denate it has bscome diffi- 
cult tor me to understand whether 
the moiion was iniended todeal witha 
genera! principle or to ay ply to a spe- 
cific case; whether it is »niended for 
the purpose of bringing about a change 
in condi*ions connected with the Do 
minion Iron and Steel Company or to 
deal wtih the iron industry as affect- 
ing the Dominion as a whole. I would 


like to dea' wiih the question from 
the standooint of its effect on the Do- 
minior as a whole. Canada, situated 


as it is ane constituted as it is, needs 
iron as England needs bread. 
iron is as necessery to the development 
of this country, as cheap bread is 
the support of the industries of Eng- 
land.

Does 
anv persov suppose tbat the manufae- 
turing and agricultural indusiries of 
this courniry can afford a higher rate 
of profecifon io ‘the iron industry 
than is thus accorded? For my part 
i do not wee it ean. 

Under any circumstances and accord- 
ing to the knowledge which bas come 
within my range, I am prepared to 
wore «against any increase on the iron 
duty beyond a mere readjustment 
thereof. IJ believe that jn doing so I 
am. acting in the besi intcrest of the 
country 428 2a whole: I find that not 
only is the iron industry procected to 
the extent I buye mentioned, but ‘hat 
it is also honuspd to the extent of g3 
a ion on iron end steel megois, puddled 
bars and pig iron. Now. I say an in- 
custry “hac i: protected to this ex- 
tent, and is further bonused to such 
ai extent. has certainly no right te 
come to this xarliam’nt and make a 
plea that ic does not now enjoy a very 
considerable measure of protection and 
advantage at the hands of the coun- 
try at large. 

Now, 2 word in regard to this bon- 
us policy and the difference between a 
bones and a tariff. It has been said 
that the bonus fs a policy of mere ex- 
peciency, of experiment ; and why not? 
Why should the country be commiited 
without experimeat to a policy the re- 
sult of which no man can foresee. Or 
if he can foresee, it must be in che 
light of experience, and that would 
show that a policy of high Lariff in fa- 
vor of the produciion of iron would 
mear. disaster to the couniry. I think 
ut is right and proper that if you de- 
sire to encourage iron production in 
this couniry—and who does nat “so 
desire?--the encourageuicni should be 
given hy way of a bonus rather than 
be war of a wariff. Let me point oat 
the difference between the cost te the 
eountry in the two cases, Supposing 
we produce? 190,000 ions of iron in a 
year: we bonus that to the extent of 
93 a ton; we pay a specific amouni of 
$300,009. Supposing we rut a pro 
tective duty of $3 a ton on iron and 
import a million tons. It costs the 
consumers of that iron chree million 
dollars; whereas the bonus only cost 
$3 2 ton on 100,000 tuns, and the iron 
industry of the country had just the 
same advantage on every ton actual- 
ly produced. The policy of bounties ie 
only a policy of expediecacy or exper- 
iment, But ds one who desires to see 
the iron industry encouraged, and does 
not wish to see the country itself or 
the industrie; therein wrecked for the 
Bake of the iron industry, I have sup- 
portec the policy of iron bounties, and] 
am prepared to continue to do so te &] 
moderate and reasonable extent. 

In regard to the suggestion made by 
the hon. member for Si Mary's (Hon. 
Mr. Trate) that if the iron duties were 
reised (caigbt, tomorrow the naiJlions 
which have been lost, as the hon. mem- 
ber for Libsile (Mr. Bourassa) said, 
in stock gambling, would be recovered. 
I ask this House if that is a proper 
reason to present to us. Does this 
parliament exist fer the purpese of 
rigging the stock market? furely we 
have other duties to perform, other in- 
terests to guard than the interests of 
those who have invested (heir money 
under such circumstances. 

I believe, Mr. Speaker, that in the 
eonstruciion of railways necessary for 
the development of this country, iz 
the expenditures on manufacturing im- 
dustries, necessary to keep pace with 
our agricul‘ural development, we re- 
quire cheap iron more than we do any- 
thing else. If Cemada can produce that 
any legislation can he 
brought forward or any assistance 
given that will reatly induce the pro 
duction of tha: iron by Canada aa 
cheaply as it can otherwise be - pro 
cured ther | amin favor of such le 
eislation. But legislacion which. shall 
cause iron io be dear throughout the 
country. which shall cause an jm 
crease of its price by one-third, or 
one-half, or possibly doubic, I sag 
such a policy is not a policy of nation- 
a} protec.ion, it is a policy of industrial 
aml commercial suinde
